For Photographers in Quest of News

"SHOOTING" A FAIR VICTIM

NEW YORK. The growing use of 

photographs in newspapers, to either 

illustrate a "story" or, with but a 
brief caption, to tell the story in 
whole, has made the news photog­ 
rapher a big factor in recording 
events of importance of recent years. 
n New York city there are over two 

fdozen "still" photographic orgamxa- 
ions with large staffs of men who 

devote all their efforts to obtaining 
, pictures of notables, the notorious, 

res big and small in the day's 
news, fires, accidents, in fact any­ 
thing that will present to the eye an 
event or personage of interest. In 
addition to these are the cumera men 
of the various newspaper staffs, and 
the "movie" men of four big news- 
reel organizations.

AH are on the .lookout for pictures 
of the unusual, and the efforts of the 
various syndicates and their men to 
get "beats" and exclusive pictures of 
some person or happening is strenu­ 
ous. The men work on regular as­ 
signments as do reporters and at the 
same time endeavor to obtain photo­ 
graphs of anything tliat may make a 
news picture while on tlip way to or 
returning from an assigned task.

There is one assignment, however, 
where it is not considered particularly 
"chummy" or in good form for one 
photographer to try to beat his asso­ 
ciates, and that is ship news. The 
men who board incoming passengoi 
liners, and visit outgoing steamships 
on sailing days, are regularly detailed 
to this task and enjoy it better than 
any other local job they undertake 
They know by sight, if not in person, 
^celebrities in every walk of life, and 
have the faculty of making persons 
who really dislike their pictures ap- 
Bearing in the public prints pose in

smiling manner.
The number of camera men who go 

to sailing and arriving steamers, 
especially those of the United States 
Lines, greatly exceeds the number of 
reporters. They work in unison, with 
a system that would please the com­ 
mander of an army.

On a recent arrival of the President 
Roosevelt of the United States Lines 
from Bremen, with Inany notables 
aboard, 20 camera men, 17 of them 
from newspapers and syndicates and

three from motion picture news-reel 

organizations, boarded the liner at 

Quarantine from the customs cutter. 

While most of the men went to the 
"sun deck," .where they could get 
their "shots" in the best light, three 
or four scouted about the ship to 
dig up persons they knew to be 
aboard, worthy, In their estimation  
which, incidentally, Is about as cor­ 
rect as anyone's can be of being 
photographed.

The "subjects" were marshalled a 
few minutes after the President Roose­ 
velt started up the bay to her Ho- 
boken pier. One by one they were 
posed, this way and that, under rap­ 
idly fired directions of "That foot for­ 
ward, please"; "Take off your hat. It 
shades your eyes"; "Hold your head 
back"; "Can't you smile a little?"; 
"Shake hands with him, wishing him 
luck"; "That's fine." Then quick 
questions as to where the traveler 
has been and is going, his or her 
name and address, and that particu­ 
lar picture is over.

Often photographs of more than 
a dozen persons and groups will be 
made as the liner proceeds to her 
berth, all of which are sure to In­ 
clude pictures of some pretty miss 
who is "shot" for the simple but ex­ 
cellent reason that she is pretty. In 
fact, digging up fair passengers, 
theretofore unknown to the world, to 
photograph is be it said in a whisper 
 a job enjoyed by the ship news 
photographer more than snapping 
some notable of either sex of .un­ 
pleasant manner and little or no 
pulchritude.

When the charming tourist is 
agreeable and they generally are  
the buttery of camera men will keep 
her busy for half an hour, photo­ 
graphing her with her head through 
a life ring, looking out of a port 
hole, sitting on the rail, shapely legs 
well in the picture, clambering into 
a lifeboat, shaking hands with the 
captain in fact, in any way that will 
make a pleasing study.

From the docked liner the camera 
men go to their offices, turn in their 
plates, and within an hour or so the 
city's papers will be carrying large 
layouts of those "arriving today on 
the President Roosevelt from Bremen."

Residents along: Western avenue no­ 

tice a great Increase In traffic since 

the opening of the new paved stretch 
between Slaunon and Manchester ave­ 
nues In Los Angeles. On Sunday be­ 
tween 4 and 6 p. m. a check was 
made on the traffic through Monetn, 
and 457 cars were counted between 
those hdUrs. While this traffic is not 
so great as many' other places near 
Los Angeles, yet observers claim it is 
a great increase over that of one 
year ago, estimates saying that 100 
machines In the same length of time 
would have been a high mark a few 
weeks back. j

The recent refusal of the people of 
Torrance to vote bonds for the paving 
of the unpaved section of Western in 
that city gave Western a serious set­ 
back. Until such time as Torrance 
paves its portion this thoroughfare 
will never come into its own. Many 
people believe that leaders in Tor­ 
rance fully appreciate the need of that 
city doing its part in improving 
Western, and they believe another 
election will be held soon, at which 
it is possible Torrance, may be able 
to swing enough additional votes fa­ 
vorable to paving to carry the propo­ 
sition. At the recunt election there 
were but a very few votes short of 
the necessary two-thirds majority 
needed to carry the bond election.
